FOLLOW YOUR NOSE 


The official text of the Constitution of 
the League of Nations has been published 
by every important newspaper in the 
United States. Get that official text and 
read it for yourself, with plain hotse 
sense. 

. You will then see what ground there 
is for these senatorial bogeys. It does’ 
not destroy the sovereignty of the United 
States. It does not and cannot infringe 
the Constitution of the United States, 
for that cannot be changed in any respect 
except’ in the manner which itself pre- 


- soribes. It does hot put our army and 


navy at the arbitgary disposal of any- 
body. It does not in the. least retsrict 
our freedom to protect ourselves from 
attack by Mexico. or any other state. It 
does not leave us helpless to determine 


- our own immigration policy. 


Any possible federation of nations must 
be essentially like a partnership among 
individuals. If each Migoi siege partner 
begin with, that 

the other prospective partners are seek- 
ing a partnership in order to take every 
possible advantage of him and injure 
him at every opportunity the partnership 
will never be formed, for legal ingenuity 
cannot frame a compact under which a 
‘set of rogues, working together, will not 
find a chance to gouge each other... But 
if each prospective partner is for the 
“mutual benefit of all concerned, every 
partner will wish to keep on good terms: 


_ with a reasonable degree of honesty and 


good faith, then a legal document, satis- 
factory to all of them, can be’ drawn. 

If the United States is going to assume 
that it can trust nothing at all to the 
good faith and common. honesty of any 
of its ‘prospective partners in the League, 
or to their desire for friendly relations 
with us, then any league is out of the 
question. If we take no chance on inter- 
national friendship we must turn vigor- 
ously to competitive armaments, with a 
million men and equipment ready for 
instant call and a billion a year for navy. 
That'is the choice before us. 

It is the most important question before 
the country and the world. It will be 
extensively debated. Picking flaws, and 

magnifying them, is to be expected— 
especially as the discussion has a strongly 
partisan hue. Keep the official texts and 
read them over for yourself: with plain 
horse sense, not. of course forgetting that 
the sincerity of the signatory powers is 
fhe essence of the contract—Saturday 
Evening Post.

Parties returning from the Hast inform 
us that prices are lower {here than on this 
coast. Mechanics get about the same 
wages, but common labor is down to $2.50 
and $3. Food is some cheaper and such 
things as shoes and clothing are a great 
deal cheaper. The pair of shoes we pay 
$8 for here can be purchased anywhere 
throughéut the East for $5 to $6 and the 
$50 ready-made clothing here does not 
cost over $35 there. What’s the reason? 
Our Chambers of Commerce around this 
bay better get: busy and fine out. There 
is no exeuse whatever for anything cost- 
ing any more on this coast than on the 
Atlantic coast, as freight is no more of 
an item than is offset here by lower rents, 
taxation, etc. 


HOME INDUSTRY LESSON 


We find the following in the columns of 
an exchange from Virginia. It contains 
a good lesson on home industry and could 
well be taken to heart in California and 
many other western states as well as Vir- 
ginia: 

‘“‘The average Virginia farmer gets up 
early, at the alarm of the Connecticut 
clock, buttons his Chicago suspenders. to 
Detroit overalls, puts on a pair of cow- 
hide boots made in Ohio» washes in a 
Pittsburg basin, uses Cincinnati soap and 
dries on a cotton towel made in New 
Hampshire, sits down to a Grand Rapids 
table, eats hot ziscuits made with Minneap- 
olis flour, Kansas City bacon and Indiana 
grits fried in Omaha lard, cooked on a St. 
Louis stove, buys Irish potatoes grown in 
Michigan, and canned fruits put up in 
California, seasoned with -Rhode Island 
spices, claps on his old hat made in Phila- 
delphia, harness his Missouri mules, fed 
on Iowa Corn, with New York harness, 
and plows his farm, covered with a Massa- 
chusetts mortgage, with an Indiana plow. 

‘At night he crawls under a New 
Jersey blanket and is kept awake by a 
Virginia dog, the only home product on 
the place and wonders why he keeps 
poor, ; ;
